The Miniatures are—1. Crucifixion of St. Peter, head downwards ; 2. Si. Andrew 
kneeling before a Cross; 3. SS. Chrysanthus and Fortnnatns; 4. St. Lucia; 5. St 
Sebastian ; 6. St. Agnes; 7. St. Peter in pomp; 8. The Circumcision ; 9. Martyrdom 
of St. Agatha; 10. A Bishop ; 11. A Pope ; 12. The Annunciation.—The picture of 
St Chrysanthus suggests Milanese territory as the place of the book's origin. 

2 THE ART OF LIMNING ether by ye Life, Landscip, or Histories . .

This seems to be the author's autograph fair copy made in 1685, from his own 
draught original of 1664. It is a valuable disquisition on the practice of water-colour 
painting, and there are remarks scattered through the text which shew that the writer 
had beeu acquainted with the painters Isaac and Peter Oliver, and Sir Nathaniel Bacou; 
and that “ Mr. Martens the elder ” bad been his particular tutor. In regard to old 
limnitures or miniatures, he mentions an ancient MS. on vellum in the posses-ion of 
Mr. Knivett in Norfolk, which wan tilled with paintings of biblical subjects, and was 
estimated as worth from £800 to £1000.

“ Liber Ssncte Marie de Radingis quern qui celaverit vei fraudem de eo fecerit 
anathema sit.'* The origiual labels bearing this inscription, and written abont the 
year 1200, which were pasted on the outsides of the volumes, have been preserved inside 
the covers, by the binder who, in 1748, pat the books into their present condition.

J. Reynolds was the owner of these volumes in 1577 ; James Bowen of Salop had 
them in 1748.

The date is obtained from a very carious interpolation on page 188. At the end of 
the chapter De Ecclesiastica Hiftoria, the last sentence of the text refers to the 
futility of attempting to compute the year of the world in which Christ is to pnt an end 
to the atrocities of Antichrist—* 4 alii quadringentos, alii qningentos, alii mille oompleri 
posse. ” The scribe goes on here Nos veto qui scribimus, millesimum nonagerimwn 
primum videamns impleri. Sic ergo annorum, ita nec persecucionum, diffiniendns est 
nnmerus, com ipsi in nostriset fratrnm exiliis ac calamitatibns de fleam us turcos vastante* 
orieutem, Heinricum romanum imperium cum snis satcllitibus profanantem, et aecclesias 
Dei Gnibertnm cum mille simonihus violantem.” 

On the last page, in an English hand of the middle of the twelfth century, there is 
a quotation of fourteen lines from Horace’s Art of Poetry.

The Bentivoglio arms are painted on several pages, so as to form a 
portion of the border decoration ; but they are of later date than the 
MS., and may be referred to the second half of the fifteenth century. 

The book was, apparently, about 1450 in the possession of a bishop of 
the Bentivoglio family, and in one place the imperial eagle is added as 
a bearing, which must have been done in 1490 as the Emperor 
Maximilian conferred it in that year. The proper Bentivoglio arms 
appear some forty or fifty times in the book, and stamp the volume 
distinctly as the Bentivoglio Bible. 

The borders and miniatures are charming work in pure Italian 
style of the fourteenth century. The writing is beautiful and regular 
Italian Gothic in double columns, forty-three iines to the column ; and 
the vellum is of the finest kind. 

7 BOET1US. A collection of Treatises, generally philosophical and ascetical,

An interesting collection of pieces, most of them probably unpublished; with a 
useful diversity of handwritings for study. On one of the pages, there is an inscription 
“ Corpus Johannis servat Deus omnibus annis,” which, by its reference to the relics of 
some saint, may serve to reveal the place where the MS. was written.—The contents 
are: “ Boetius de Summo Bono ” followed by De Nobilitate and Pars secunda;

A very fine copy of a famous book, one of the most popular productions of the 
Middle Ages. The author, who died towards the close of the thirteenth century, 
combined a mastery of the game with a laudable desire to convert the moves into 
moral maxims. 

9 CIVIL WAR. Long Parliament. Gaudy (Framlingham) Notes taken in 

the Parliament House (November, 1640)

An extremely interesting and valuable memorial of the Long Parliament in the 
first month of its existence, down to the formulation of the charge of treason against 
Strafford. The gist of all the speeches is given in short notes, and many apt and witty 
remarks have been preserved here which would otherwise have been lost. It came into 
the possession at a later time of Peter Le Neve, who was related by marriage to the 
Gandya. Framlingbam Gaudy, of West Herling, Norfolk, was Sheriff of Norfolk in 
1627. His life covers the years 1589-1654.

This cnrions little work contains a fnll account of the speeches, behaviour and death

Jones, Axtel and Hacker. The author’s name is unfortunately obliterated.

A valuable volume, evidently transcribed from Donne’s own original MS. It gives 
all the lines and words which, in the printed edition, were, for reasons of decency, 
omitted. There is also a considerable number of various readings in tbe text.

A valuable collection which probably includes a considerable number of unpublished 
pieces, and variant forms of poems that have been printed. The writing appears to 
have been done between 1628 and 1630.

Randolph, Bishop Corbet, William Strond, Dr. Donne, John Earles,

The poems generally dating from 1610 to 1640 (and indndingacopyof Underneath 
this marble hearse) are followed by transcripts of rare old printed pieces (1530-1560). 

Most of thebe pieces are unpnblished ; and many of them are too loose for general 
reading. 

17 SONGS, Sonnets, Satires, Epigrams, and various lyrical poems by writers 

of the Jacobean period (Ben Jonson, Richard Corbet, Thomas Carew,

A very interesting volume; the only drawback to its complete enjoyment being 
the number of loose and licentious pieces which appear in it side by side with many 
examples of pure and beautiful poetry. Several of toe poems seem to be unpublished ; 
others have been printed, but with considerable variations of the text.

“ Ballads in MS. on single sheets are not common. The present volume represents 
a selection of all that was of interest in a much larger collection of each pieces obtained 
from Lincolnshire.”— Notes by Mr. F. W. Cosens.

An unpublished English translation of the book “ De Senatore ” printed at Venice 
in 1568. The translator’s name was originally on the title page, but it has been 
carefully erased. This leads to a suspicion that he was connected with the party which 
sympathised with the Scottish Qneen in the fatal year of 1587.

MS. on vellum, written in 
Roman characters by an Italian hand; nearly 100 leaves; wanting a few

This is not a Priacian as it was described to be in the Phillipps’ catalogue, but a 
grammar based on Priacian. The work begins thus : 

“ Etsi scio multos rneazn admiraturos audacuun quod Prisciani pracepta de arte 
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grammatica in breiius auras sim colligere.” The fifth book ends with a sort of envoi, 
beginning thos: “ Habes mi Anioni ab obaervantiasimo tni mantis non satis celsitndine 
tnadigoum. . 

21 ORAHAM (Geobob, Bishop of Orkney, temp. James I) Correspondence 

and Papers, written daring his occupation of the Sees of Dunblane 
and Orkney; and other interesting Scottish Documents, all from the 
archives of the Graham family, two of them bearing signatures of

This volume was probably part of the family papers of the Dnke of Montrose.

The author’s name appears twice in the book. It does not seem to be recorded else¬ 
where. The names of French towns, etc. are giren in French as well as in Latin. 

All the rest of the book is Latin.

Abacuch, Sophonias, Aggeus, Zacharias, Malachias, Daniel)

An example of superb calligraphy; the finest kind of English writing that the 
Middle Ages can show The name of Reading Abbey appears nowhere in the MS., bat 
it was evidently written by the same band and at the same period as the Augustinus 
above described. It also bears the signature of M James Bowen, 1745." 

In regularity and beauty of form, it would be difficult to match the writing of this 
volume. Unfortunately some of the pages have been cat and the Book of Daniel is 
left incomplete. The book is, however, large, sound and fine in condition, and a valid 
tertimooy to the fact that in calligraphy, England stood before the rest of the world in 
the twelfth century.

of Li&ge in 1467, and presented by him to the Charterhouse at Biixheim .

A little coloured woodcut of the fifteenth century is pasted on the first leaf as the 
bookplate of the Biixheim monastery, to whom Brandenburg presented the volume 
about 1470.

BEAUTIFUL ILLUMINATED MS. ON VELLUM, with 8 FINE 
MINIATURES; an ivy-leaf border to every page , slightly cut into

A book of very superior style and character, which must hare been exceedingly 
beautiful in its original freshness. It resembles the MSS. which were done for the 
Due de Berry, and is almost certainly the work of one of the artists who were employed 
by him. Among the miniatures is a very fine one of St. Jacques de Compostele, before 
whom a lady is kneeling—probably a portrait of the personage for whom the book was 
written. 

On a small slip of paper pasted on the last leaf, there are the words (written about 
1490) “ Hali8 architre ” .. on the first page of the book the name of M Sainte Genevieve 
de Riom” is written in a French band of about 1680,--the bookplate of Sir Ashton 
Lever is pasted within the cover.

French work. The headings and the Calendar are in French as well as the text 
of the Dottlce Dams and Biau Sire sets of prayers.

Square 12mo. ILLUMINATED MS. ON VELLUM by a French handy 
with 24 beautiful MINIATURES richly gilt (14 large and 10 small ) and 
several floral borders; bound in old red velvet , gilt edges About 1480 
An example of that late and splendid French style, in which the lavish use of gold 
imparts an extraordinary magnificence to the pictures. The floreated borders are painted 
chiefly upon the white ground of the vellnm, but the pattern is sometimes laid upon a 
sectional ground of gold. 

31 CAUMARTIN LIVRE D’HEURES. Hore sanctecrucis 

et beate Virginis Marie, 4to. splendidly illuminated 

Manuscript on vellum, with numerous decorative initials, 
every paye bright with broad arabesque floral borders, and 
23 large Miniatures ; in the velvet binding of the seventeenth 
century, with silver clasps, from the Caumarlin library 

About 1470 

In the Calendar we find the name of St. Godeleve, and in the 
sanctoral portion of the book her office, with a miniature of her 
martyrdom, immediately follows that of the Virgin. This enables us 
to assign the MS. to some place in the Boulonnois or Artois, probably 
Teronanne. 

The borders are of nnnsual brightness and freshness; and the book 
is in remarkably fine condition, although a leaf or two may be wanting 
in it. Some of the miniatures are better than others, hut they are all 
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attractive, and a special feature is the landscape backgrounds which are 
highly interesting.—The volume was, about 1650, in the library of 
Francois Le Fevre de Caumartin, Bishop of Amiens. A pencil note 
written about 1680 states that “ Se present liure apartien a Madame 
de Caumartin.” At a later date it was in Ayloffe’s possession, and 
at the sale of his library in 1769, it was bought by J. Bowie, F.S.A. 

George Gostling was the last owner. 

32 HOR^E B. V. M., 18mo. ;pretty little MS. on vellum, copiously illuminated 

by a Flemish hand ; with4s4i Miniatures (14 large and 30 small ), as well 
as numerous decorative initials and borders ; bound in crimson velvety with 
antique silver comer-pieces and clasp Bruges ? about 1500 48 0 0 

A handsome little book. It was no ordinary artist who executed the best of the 
miniatures, including the large head of Christ at the beginning. This is a striking 
picture, which occupies a full page to itself between the Calendar and the .beginning of 
the Prayers. 

33 HORiE B. V. M., sm. 8vo. a splendidly illuminated MS. on vellum written 

in French batarde letters , and decorated with 17 Miniatures; every page 
bearing an illuminated border of rich and striking character; in fine 
preservation and bound in old French black morocco (1 7th century binding ), 
gilt edges About 1500 25 0 0 

This was a marriage gift, and in the borders here and there we find the initials of 
the persons for whom the work was done, T. L., T. M., and L. M. It is a bright and 
snmptuoas-looking MS.

Besides Mr. Roger Welden’s work, which is beautifully written and occupies (with 
its table) some 90 leaves or about 170 pp., there arc memorials of several of the 
Southampton in this little book. A note by the lady for whom the book was written 
(Jane Cheney, widow of Thomas Wriothesley, the first Earl of Southampton) runs 
thus : “ Payd to Mr. Denham my golsmytbe the xiiii day of Julii yn the xv yere of 
QueneElizabethe ; for a chayne of gold weyng ii oz . . . euery otz lx* and for mekyng 
xx* so the hole cometh to vii 1 w°h chayne I gave to my dawghter Mary Wryothesley.” 

On another page is an entry “ . . I am in grete destress . . God in great mercy looke 
downe upon me. I am utterly undone and if God doth deliver me Lett this be a 
warning to me never to forgett God nor his great mercy . Immutabilitas.” This may 
have been written by Henry the Becond Earl at the time when he was supposed to be 
plotting for Mary Queen of Scots, but it is more probably in the hand of Henry the third 
Earl when he was attainted for implication in thd conspiracy of the Earl of Essex. On 
another page is the signature of “ Marie Ernele,” which seems to be that of Mary 
Arundel, the sister of Henry the third Earl, married to Lord Arundel of 
Wardour.

The names of John Baker and John Wood, written in the sixteenth century, are 
both found in the book.

An example of the Gregorian music written in neums, so large and 
so ancient as this, can rarely be met with. It is a valuable Liturgical 
monument, composed (apparently since the beginning) of two parts 
independently transcribed, so that we find St. Andrew’s day solemnized 
both at the beginning and at the end. It was compiled and written 
before the time when the mediaeval Missal was arranged in its well- 
known divisions (Temporale, Canon, Proprium Sanctorum, Commune 
Sanctorum), and is a sort of modification of the Gregorian Sacramen¬ 
tary, pursuing a temporal course, from December to November. The 
last of the offices thus given is that of St. Andrew; after which, 
without any break, a number of supplementary offices follow, including 
the movable and occasional feasts, and several of the commemorative 
services which were afterwards attached to the Commune Sanctorum. 
The Gradual Music (in neums) is given throughout the book, the 
chanted portions being written in smaller characters than the rest of 
the text.
